This communication is responsive to the Office action dated September 12, 2001. The 
Office action required an election of a single species from species A through species G for 
examination. 

Applicant hereby elects, with traverse, species D which is defined in the Office action as 
being illustrated by Figures 1 1 through 15. Applicant respectfully submits that claims 34, 36, 
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38-43, 48-53, 55, 60, 61, 65-68, 72-74, and 77-82 are all readable on species D. Applicant 
respectfully submits that at least independent claims 34 and 53 are generic. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the specification of the present application discloses 
commonality of operation, function, and effect between species D and E, which are illustrated in 
FIGS. 1 1 through 13, and FIG. 19, respectively. For example, the specification at page 22, lines 
32-33, states that the embodiment catheter shown in FIG. 19 is similar to that shown in FIGS. 11, 
12, and 13. Both embodiments include electrodes which are bowed outwardly. Applicant 
respectfully submits that there is commonality of operation, function, and effect between at least 
species D and E, as defined by the Examiner. Applicant respectfully submits that it would not 
impose a serious burden on the Examiner to examine the species illustrated by FIGS. 1 1 through 
15, and 19.
